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I from theneglected state of Morals and Education preamble, 

in Ireland, great depravity arises from assembling Children in 
Cotton and other Factories in Ireland, to which the Linen Trade is not 
subject, the spinning and weaving of linen yeirn being carried on in the 
houses of the spinners and weavers themselves : And whereas, though 
this evil does not appear susceptible of any remedy, by the direct inter- 
ference of the Legislature, yet it might be very much prevented by sub- 
jecting Factories to the inspection of benevolent Individuals, and by 
encouraging the Mastei-s of such Factories to lake a greater care of the 
Morals and Education of the Children employed ;

And be it further Enacted, That such Clergyman, or Society of Bene- 
volent Individuals, shall make a Report of the State of such Factory or 
Factories, annually or quai'terly, as they shall deem best ; and shall send 
one Copy of such Report to His Majesty’s Chief Secretary for /rdizwt/, 
and one Copy to the Sunday School for Ireland, one Copy to the Society 
for the Suppression of Vice in Ireland, and one Copy to the Society for 
the Promotion of the Education of the Poor. 

And be it further Enacted, That such Copies having “ Report of State 
of Factory,” written on the Cover in which they are inclosed, shall be free 
of Postage. 

And be it further Enacted, That when such Report shall state, that the 
Owner of such Factory is careful of the Morals and Health of the Children 
employed, and also prevents any intercourse of the Children of different 
sexes, that is found to be attended with immoral consequences, such 
Owner of Factory shall, upon producing such Copy of Report to the 3 
Collector of Excise, be exempted from the payment of all Assessed 
Taxes. 
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
